lu some of the rooms one may see a 
few nursemaids relieving the tedium of 
their daily walk through Bloomsbury' 
by bringing their little charges to the 
museum, where they may nnmse them-1 
selves and get material for bad dreams 
while the nurses themselves have a 
quiet gos sip. 
In the holiday season also one may I 
see troops of Americans passing swiftly 
through the galleries, “doing" the mu- j 
seum with wonderful dispatch and ¡ 
commenting with western levity upon 
the relics of ancient civilization and 
the bones of prehistoric men.

commonly to be found in China at the 
halting stations on the highways in 
the interior or at the villages on the 
banks of the great rivers of China. 
They frequently take the form of a 
small niudi hut, having a dark interior 
filled with smoke, tea tables, forms and 
an oven, where a cook is kept busy 
baking tea bread and frying puddings 
for tlie entertainment of the customers, 
whose favorite beverage 
is 
tea, al­ 
though wheu times are good and the 
weather cold they indulge in something 
stronger, which often inebriates and 
that at a very cheap rate. In the dark­ 
est corner there are a row of glazed 
earthenware jars containing a kind of 
Chinese whisky, of which a thirsty 
carter may have a skin full for some 
thing 
considerably 
under a 
penny, 
when he will go quietly to sleep on 
the shaft of his cart, and his pony or 
mule, being used to it, will take him 
home. 
In addition to these conveniences 
there is an ingenious little furnace in 
front, having a long flue, through which 
the flame is driven l>y an air pump, 
and a row of hot water kettles, gradual­ 
ly increasing in size to suit the heat 
of the tongue of flame that passes up 
the flue beneath, so that they may all 
he kept boiling. 
The hot water is sold 
to passersby, who usually carry with 
them their teapot and tea, so that they 
may have a cup at every station. This 
custom of carrying one’s own tea is so 
common that it is difficult to procure u 
cup of tea in any of the restaurants, as 
they do not keep it and do not care to 
go out of their way to buy it for you. 
Although the plant may be growing all 
round and at one’s very feet, it is next 
to impossible to get a cup that a for­ 
eigner would consider worth drinking, 
and as to using milk and sugar, the 
Chinese look upon the practice as a 
barburous device of the “foreign devil.” 
—Golden Penny.

The great steady winter jobs on an 
American farm in the north nowadays 
are feeding the stock and keeping 
warm. And keeping warm nowadays 
means hauling coal. When I lived in 
the country, it meant cutting wood. It 
meant for our large family constant 
teaming day after day from the woods 
to the wood yard and a wood pile that 
must have covered a quarter of an 
acre. It meant toward spring the com­ 
ing of men with a horse |>ower and 
buzz saw to cut firewood, and that was 
almost as interesting an operation as 
thrashing.

They kill a pig every 
second, no doubt, in Chicago now­ 
adays, but that is mere mechanical 
routine, with no quality of sport in it. 
There was nothing so very slow 
about the country winter in days as 
late as the civil war, 1 suppose soap- 
making as a domestic iudustry is as 
dead as household spinning. In those 
times of wood fires and wood ashes all 
self respecting families made soap. 
Our family had an outstanding kitch­ 
en expressly for that use, with a big 
clstern-like hogshead behind it in which 
ashes were leached and convenient 
tubs for holding the soft soap. A very 
handsome substance is soft soap of the 
proper consistency and complexion, and 
a pleasing exercise it used to be for 
the young to stir it with a stick and 
watch its undulations. 
All the super­ 
fluous fat of meat from our kitchen 
was turned into soft soap in those near­ 
by old times.—Harper’s Magazine.

They knew at the time of the Ward 
lynching that the "bl’ifF* won, the 
lynching was carried out and the 
lynchers, nit hough as well known a* 
they are now in the Duggins c a se, 
were not molested. 
They are held on 
information and the grand jury is in­ 
vestigating each case to the end that 
indictments may be returned for felon­ 
ies for which prison sentences can be 
inflicted. 
The thirteen men co m p rise 
practically all the leaders at the jail 
Tuesday night.
